KEPORT ON MISSISsiPP] COLLEGE, 







Your committee in trying to prepare a report on Mississippi College, has tried 
to acquaint himself somewhat with her history. Upon investigation we find that 
the ‘nstitution, now known as Mississippi College, has been in Opertion ever 
Since 1526, and was first chartered by the Legislature as Hemstead Ax ademy, but 
in 1827 it was changed by act of Legislature to Mississippi Academy, and in 
1330 to Mississippi College. But Mississippi College has not always been known 
48 a Baptist school. It Wasfirst a State school, and thus continued until the 
year of 1844, when there was such a declension in the affairs of the institution 
that the Board of Trustees seeMed desirous to‘be freed of a trust whose prospects 
for the future were so gloomy. Accordingly in April, 1842, an offer the 
college was made to the Clinton Presbytery which was.accepted, and the property 
transferred, Starting out under the new mame (the Clinton Presbytery), and 
with her new friends, at first the future of the college looked bright and pros- 
pects flattering, and her friends were full of hope. It became necessary in the 
meetings of the Board to talk of the form of diplomas to be granted to her grad- 
Wates. The honorary degree of D.D, was conferred on some Northern divines, ‘ 
A Theological Professor was added, and one graduate turned out. This inspired
